ſeverely reprehended by his Farher; but the yourg 
man 1mpatient of reproof, and contiruing his irregula- 
r\ties, was baniſhed.

Countrey, 1mployirg them under 
Moſs the Capi2in General againſt the Erhiopizys who 
had invaded Egypt a: far as Memphis; Gathelus marched 
under Afoſts, who ( as Foſrphus reporteth ) was choſen 
Commander 1n chicf by the voice of an Oracle, ard the 
Ethiopians received a great overthrow, with the loſs. of 
Saba their priccipal.

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XXII. Eugenius the Seventh Son of Mordackh ſuc- 
ecded, who purſued Donald of the Ifles, and ar laſt 
ook and executed him with the chief of his Accom- 
plices ; he likewiſe cauſed Mordack for upholding Do- 
a/d, tobe put to death, and his goods beftowed upon 
he Commons of Galloway in recompence of their lofſes 
vccafioned by his falſhood; the other three Governours. 
ere fined on the ſame account : which exa@ Juſtice 
procured him great love among his Subjefts; He con- 
inued the League with the PiZs, Brittains, and En- 
lil, And now reigning in Peace he fell inro-all man- 
er of Laſciviouſneſs, deffowering Virgins, and Ra- 
iſhing the Wifes of Nobles and Commens, and' thoſe 
tho could promote his libidinous humor were his only 
Privado's; to this was added infariate Covetouſneſs, 
ind barbarous Cruelty, deſtroying ſeveral of his weal- 
hy Wbje&s, to enjoy their Eflates ; the Nobllicy in- 
2ped ar his Actions, killed him one day upon' the 
udgment Seat, juſt as he was avout to have condemned 
a Rich man though Innocent, and apprehending ſe- 
eral of his Abetrors, cauſed them to'be hanged, to 
he great rejoycing of the wronged Peop!e. Such was 
he end of Eygeniz after he had ſcarce Reigned Three 
(cars in 967. | | 

XXIV. Fergus the Second Son of Ethfin was vext 
dvanced to the Throne, who ſeem'd ambitious ro
